Forty Thousand Jewish 
Kings 
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In a dispatch from Naples this week, I read that King Victor Em- 
manuel III had discussed with allied diplomats the question of his 
throne. He fears that his resignation might prejudice the House of 
Savoy. “He has a certain pride after many years as king.” 

I wondered, reading, in what he had pride. What in his life has 
been kingly? Was he kingly when Matteoti was murdered? Was he 
kingly when, under Hitler’s orders, his Jewish subjects were deprived 
of their constitutional rights? Was he kingly, when, with the fall of 
Mussolini, he ordered the balcony of the Palazzo Venetia lowered, the 
better to adjust to his diminutive height the rail from which the Dic- 
tator had addressed the masses? 

Kingship, in its origins, derives from warriors, the essence of king- 
ship is courage. Only courage justifies pride. But the King of Italy 
barters for his throne, and by bartering is no longer a king. An empty 
vessel; a meaningless tradition.

It is just a year since the Schutz Stauffle in Warsaw decided to liq- 
uidate them—on Hitler’s birthday; as a present for him, perhaps. 

There had been four hundred thousand of them to start with. Wretch- 
ed little men and women, for the most pait. The Gestapo in Poland 
had rounded them up, and imprisoned them in a section of the capital 
city, behind eight-foot walls. Within the walls the German army em- 
ployed some of them, mostly as tailors, for making and repairing Ger- 
man uniforms. They were crowded into tenements, a score to a room. 
A mere subsistence of food rations passed daily through the walls. 
They were dirty, for the sanitation was wretched. They had lice, yes, 
and typhus, Perhaps you would have doubted whether this teeming 
mass were really human.

They were not proud before their conquerors—not at first. Their 
conquerors posted notices, announcing that they would be deported, 
families kept together, settled elsewhere on land, for peaceful work. 
Tens of thousands grasped at the straw, not trustfully, but hopefully. 
In the end there were forty thousand left, the youngest and bravest, 
who had sent the weakest out first, to safety. 

Then the news trickled back. The deportees had not been re-settled. 
They had been massacred. Massacres in the midst of Warsaw were 
not a good idea. They had been lured elsewhere to their doom.

The forty thousand prepared to fight. Emissaries sneaking out in 
the dark established contact with the Polish underground and begged 
for weavons. Bit by bit the weapons came in—under carloads of pota- 
toes—rifles, machine guns, even a few anti-tank guns. 

All was quiet. Another transport of five thousand was taken awav 
without resistance. A second was to follow on Hitler’s birthday, April 
20, 1948. When the Nazis came for the second transport the battle 
began.

Six Nazi tanks had entered the ghetto, to find every house plastered 
with a call to resistance. Every street had been assigned a command. 
Every house was a fortress. A young girl threw the first grenade. 

The kitchens were commissariats, the army cooks old women, The 
children were couriers. From the houses flew the blue-and-white flag 
of Zion, and the Polish colors. 

And the uniforms tailored for the Germans were on the bodies of 
the defenders and Nazis could not tell who was German and who not. 

In German uniforms they passed out and in, bringing support. The 
S. S. had to pause and ask for army aid. But the army refused it, 
awaiting orders from Berlin. 

The orders came, of course, and the fortress was bombarded. But 
suicide squads, in German uniforms, broke through the lines with hand 
grenades, and blew up German tanks and themselves with them. 

Now the German Command ordered the whole fortress destroyed by 
incendiary bombs. Inferno descended, and thousands perished. The 
survivors concentrated all in the center. There in a few houses they 
fought the fires. And here the Germans had to contest every house. 
They drove the captured before them; they hanged men to the posts of 
ruins. 

On the forty-second day one house was left, The blue-and-white 
flag waved from its roof top. It took eight hours to capture that sin- 
gle house. Every stair sep was contested. By nightfall every defender 
was a corpse. All but one. He stood on the roof holding the flag he 
had guarded for forty-two days and nights. His last act was to wrap

Would Use 
Trials for 
Bias Forum

WASHINGTON As 30 mem- 
bers of the U. S. Pro-Fascist front 
went on trial for sedition here, 
self-styled ‘‘nationalist” forces 
were organizing a campzign to 
discredit the prosecution and to 
spread the word that the defend- 
ants are being “framed.” 

Without waiting for submission 
of the Government case the Pat- 
terson-McCormick press carried a 
long and fiery story describing the 
trial as a “New Deal” campaign 
to smear the loyalty of members 
of Congress and others opposed 
to the Roosevelt war policy before 
Pearl Harbor.” The Washington 
Times-Herald headlined the story: 
“Nation awaits smear-based sedi- 
tion trial.” 





Smith Joins In 

Simultaneously, Gerald L. K. 
Smith, head of the “America 
First” party, stormed into town 
and held a press conference at 
which he announced that “this 
whole case looks bad and smells 
bad.” He said he “may” issue a 
call for a $1,000,000 defense fund. 

On the eve of the trial it ap- 
peared that both the defendants 
and their side-line cheerleaders 
would seek to convert the case into 
a foruin for public sermons against 
the Roosevelt administration, re- 
broadeast- of the pro-Fascist line 
on world affairs and circulation 
of anti-Semitic propaganda. One 
of the defense attorneys already 
has petitioned the court to sub- 
poena Supreme Court Justice Felix 
Frankfurter, Rernard Baruch and 
Judge Samuel Rosenman, now a 
White House aid, as witnesses. The 
Times-Herald predicted gaily that 
the trial will unfold “the seamy 
side of history under the Roose- 
velt administration.” 

Watch Steps 

But while the chorus of criticism 
and innuendo against the indict- 
ments obtained by the Dept. of 
Justice was being organized by 
Col. McCormick and Smith, neith- 
er of them seemed ready to go all- 
out in whitewashing the defend- 
ants. There seemed to be an un- 
easy feeling that the Government 
may produce some disclosures that 
not even the Chicago Tribune or 
the Cross and the Flag (Smith’s 
monthly journal) would care to 
argue sbout. 

Consequently, to avoid any lat- 
er embarrassment, the Times-Her- 
ald already has taken pains to ad-

DEFENDANTS TO BLAME 
B’NAI B’RITH IN TRIAL

WASHINGTON—Attorneys for key defendants in the nation’s big- 
gest wartime sedition trial have begun to lay down an anti-Semitic 
smokescreen in a desperate effort to upset the government’s’ case. 


The strategy planned by at least some of the 30-odd defense attor- 
neys swarming over the scene had been clearly foreshadowed. It was 
lawyer Ira Chase Koehne, a stooped, sullen citizen who gave the show 
away in the first hours cf the trial. 


Koehne, designated by the court to serve four of the defendants 
after they took the “pauper’s oath,” announced that the defense will 
show that “the Anti-Defamation League was responsible for bringing 
this indictment.” This is the same fable that has been widely cireul- 
ated in the pro-Fascist press since the government launched its pro- 
ceedings against the alleged partners in Adolf Hitler’s world-wide 
Nazi conspiracy against democracy. 

Protests Panel Probe 

The issue was precipitated when defense attorneys protested that 
representatives of the department of justice had investigated the jury 
panel to determine whether prospective jurors had Bund or Christian 
Mobilizer connections. O. John Rogge, special assistant to Attorney 
General Biddle in charge of the prosecution, freely admitted that a 
“routine” inquiry had been made, Judge Edward C. Eicher pointed out 
that defense counsel had access to the same list for the same purpose 
and that there was nothing improper about such an inquiry. 

But Koehne was distinctly unhappy and unimpressed. He said so. 

“This case,” he complained, “has a strong background of anti-Se- 
mitic matters. The Anti-Defamation League, as the trial will show, 
was responsible for bringing this indictment. It has a better espionage 
service than the FBI (Federal Bureau of Investigation) and undoubt- 
edly made an even more intensive investigation for the jurors.” 

Link Jewish Organizations 

Although Judge Eicher overruled demands for a “judicial inquiry” 
into the survey of jurors and slapped down pleas to hold Rogge “in 
contempt,” there was strong belief in the courtroom that his was only 
the opening gun of a major offensive to link Jewish organizations with 
the prosecution. 

They wanted the trial halted until after the war so that President 
Roosevelt could be summoned as a witness. They wanted a delay of 
at least two weeks so that they could do some more studying. They 
wanted the trial staged somewhere else—practically any place outside 
of Washington. D. C. They wanted a chance to inspect—now—all doc- 
uments that will be. introduced by the government at the trial. They 
wanted financial heln to get transcripts of the testimony. They 
wanted Biddle and FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover subpenaed to explain 
the probe of prospective jurors. 

Want to Call Hitler 

Finally, several of them suggested it would be advisable to postpone 
the trial until Adolf Hitler could be summoned as a witness, presum- 
ablv to testify that he was not on speaking terms with any Americans. 

One of the most plaintive notes in the long day was uttered by Ellis 
O. Jones, the lone defendant who is representing himself. Jones, who 
is confined to district jail as a result of a previous conviction, said he 
was unable to prepare his defense because—among other things—he 
had been denied access to copies of the Chicago Tribune. ? 

A series of sharp clashes between Rogge and various defense attor- 
neys brightened up the proceedings, with Rogge lashing out at’ in- 
nuendo and “smear-stories” fostered by the defendants on the eve of 
the trial and in the opening session. But there were indications that 
the defense lawyers were not entirely in agreement among themselves. 
At some points they only borrowed parts of each other’s motions and 
at others they shouted each other down.

Infant Mother on Way to Death Gave Away Safe

LONDON—Residing in Palestine today is a 
Jewish infant who was literally flung from the 
jaws of death to life and safety, the Jerusalem 
correspondent of the Evening Standard reports.

LONDON — The trial of Jew- 
ish soldiers who left the Polish 
Army because of anti-Semitic 
mistreatment and came to London 
to request a transfer to the Brit- 
ish armed forces, was opened here 
this week before a Polish court 
martial.

NEW YORK—tTens of thousands 
of Jewish workers and employers 
ceased work Wednesday morning 
eleven a. m. for ten minutes while 
thousands of Jewish stores 
throughout the nation closed for 
same period as a part of the huge 
demonstration marking the anni- 
versary of the Warsaw ghetto bat- 
tle. 

The White Tlouse issued the fol- 
lowing statement: ‘“‘The president 
and liberty loving people all over 
world will always remember the 
heroic fight of the brave people of 
Warsaw ghetto.” 

Episcopal Bishop William Man- 
nine announced he was joining in 
prayers for the ghetto martyrs, 
whom the world will never forget. 

British Ambassador Lord Hali- 
fax pledged that the Nazis will 
pay for crimes against Jewish peo- 
ple. 

Fifteen thousand Polish Jews, 
including distinguished writers, 
artists and public figures, led by 
former Polish Senator Rabbi 
Isaac Rubinstein, marched to the 
city hall where they were received 
by LaGuardia, who in a brief ad- 
dress, lauded the ghetto fallen. 

All synagogues were crowded, 
eSpecially the old Warsaw Syna- 
gogue on New York’s East side, 
where 5,000 weeping worshippers 
came to recite special prayers. 

Observances culminated at a 
jammed mass meeting at Carne- 
sie Hall where 4,000 persons 
passed a resolution appealing to 
the Allied nations to speec up the 
rescue of those who can still be 
saved. The resolution demanded 
temporary asylum for Jews who 
succeed in fleeing and also the 
opening of the gates of Palestine 
to all Jews who wish to come 
there permanent or 
temporary settlement. 

Speakers included Rabbi Stephen 
S. Wise, Rabbi Israel Goldstein 
and Nahum Goldmann.

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"por many months, since the for- 
mation of the American Council 
for Judaism, there has been an 
unpleasant current in Jewish life, 
reflected in a mass of invective de- 
nunciations which has poured 
forth like a stream against the 
Jeaders and members of this par- 
ticular organization. 

The Council itself is small; it 
has never claimed a large member- 
ship. Yet it has served as a tar- 
get for the heaviest guns of Zion- 
ist verbal artillery. Its own pub- 
licity has been obscured. by the ad- 
yertisement created by its foes; its 
importance has been magnified by 
the accumulated abuse which has 
prought the Council to the fore- 
front of American Jewish life, as 
its own efforts could not possibly 
have succeeded in doing! The 
Council has drawn bitter criticism 
such as Jews have never poured 
upon alien enemies. It has evoked 
an intolerance such as Jews have 
deplored when turned against 
themselves. It has, in short. pro- 
voked an intemperate and unfair 
display of partisanship that has 
stirred animosities which Jewry 
can ill afford in these strenuous 
times. 

I cannot speak of this as a con- 
troversy because it is entirely a 
unilateral condition. The Council 
and its members have called no 
names, nor have they assailed the 
motives and character of those who 
disagree. They have merely enun- 
ciated a program, and explained 
its basis and its objectives. Their 
opponents have, on the other hand, 
indulged in an orgy of vitupera- 
tion and villification, oft trans- 
gressing the bounds of decency, 
certainly of tolerance and courte- 
sy. To plead the urgency and 
deeply-held sentiment of their 
cause Is No excuse. One can feel 
deeply, and yet remain fair, im- 
personal and tolerant toward those 
who differ or disagree. In en- 
lightened lands Christians have 
demonstrated the virtue of such 
tolerance toward Jews. Is it too 
much to ask of Jew toward his 
fellow Jew? 


From the beginning, I have been 
sick at heart because of the strife. 
It has grieved me to see old frinds 
turn npon each other; it has hurt. 
to see Jewish communities stirred 
and seething with growing per- 
sonal animosities. And now, I 
taise the question: “Cui bono?” 
What has been accomplished? Who 
has been benefitted? 

Some orthodox and conservative 
Tabbis have been given the oppor- 
tunity to gloat from their pulpits 
over the “schism” in Reform! The 
Zionist organization has gained,in 
membership by appealing to latent 
Prejudices in certain wings of 
Jewry, thus activating divisive 
sores which had begun to heal. 
National organizations are treading 
softly lest fund-raising be im- 
Paired. and some organizations and 
Many individuals are straddling, 
stretching themselves almost to 
the splitting point! And 
has been accomplished ? 
The American Jewish Conference

Zionist Emergency Committee, 
which out-talks and “out-pam- 
phlets” them all! The American 
Jewish Conference is the “Charlie 
McCarty” among Jewish organiza- 
tions, and it is plain to see upon 
whose knee it sits! 

I sometimes wonder: what did 
the “big throats” in “Jewish life” 
hope to accomplish? Did they 
expect to frighten, their opponents 
with the sound of their voice? 
Did they expect to drown opposing 
argument in the crashing roar of 
their thunderous oratory? Did 
they expect, with the wind of their 
breath, to blow non-Zionists out 
of their position? 

I admit that some have been 
frightened. Many  non-Zionists 
have been silent. Some voices 
have been unheard in the swift 
rush of the present storm of words. 


But none has_ been impressed, 
convinced, or converted! Non- 
Zionism remains as a_ definite 


philosophy of an important seg- 
ment of the population. Neither 
their numbers nor their influence 
has been lessened by the bombard- 
ment. They still remain as a fac- 
tor in Jewish life, a factor to be 
dealt with, and not to be dis- 
missed with scorn, nor, indeed, to 
be ignored. 

Again I ask, what has the ag- 
gressive policy of Zionism gained? 
Defeat in its major endeavor in 
the Congress of the United States, 
and painful, harmful division in 
the American Jewish community! 
Radical and ruthless leadership is 
bringing American Jewry closer 
and closer to devastating disrup- 
tion. In this kind of leadership, 
there is no statesmanship. It will 
not avail them to ignore the im- 
portance of opposition. It is silly 
to pretend there is none. It is 
dangerous, even to their own 
cause, to minimjze the number, or 
the influence of that opposition 
not to mention its rights! 

Significant condemnation of the 
“power politics” tactics of Zionist 
leadership in the United States is 
to be found in viewing similar sit- 
uations abroad. 

In England, there is no attempt 
to ignore or to bull-doze Zionist 
opposition. The Board of Jewish 
Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish 
Association have joint consultative 
committees. 

In Palestine, opposing forces 
within the Histadruth have recon- 
ciled differences by compromise, 
according to a J. T. A. dispatch of 
April 10. Recently Ben Gurion 
and Weizmann found it possible to 
co-onerate after a serious rupture. 

Only in the United States is 
there the policy of “no compro- 
mise” and vituperation. 

The time has come for a re- 
evaluation of policies, and a re- 
vision of leadership, because un- 
der present conditions, the situa- 
tion will grow worse, and not bet- 
ter! Surely there are sober, real- 
istic thinkers who can be states- 
men, without compromise of prin- 
ciple, who can find a formula for 
uniting Israel, without destroying 
the identity or integrity of any 
segment within it. 

It must be admitted that suc- 
cessful leadership should not be 
exchanged, but the failures of pres- 
ent leadership cry out for correc- 
tion. American Jewry is sorely 
rent; it cries for the* “healing 
tongue which is the tree of life” 
for, as Solomon in his wisdom 
said (Prov. 15-4) “perverseness 


therein is a wound to the spirit.” 


6 Probes 
Launched 
In Boston 


PM Service 

BOSTON—A half dozen Feder- 
al, state and local agencies have 
launched separate investigations 
into the wholesale distribution 
thrcugh the mails in Greater Bos- 
ton of vicious anti-Semitic leaf- 
lets beginning the week preceding 
the Passover and Easter holidays. 

Even Police Commissioner 
Thomas F. Sullivan, who had 
characterized the recent PM-ex- 
posed beatings of Jewish boys in 
Dorchester as “kid stuff,” has rec- 
ognized its gravity. He termed 
the four-page well-written leaflets 
appealing to Christians to drive 
the Jews from several Greater 
Boston communities as “filthy, no 
kid stuff, but an organized attack 
by adults.” 

The commissioner has assigned 
five men, including two Jewish in- 
spectors, to track down the spon- 
sors. 

A separate police inquiry is un- 
derway in Chelsea, neighboring 
city where the tracts, mailed in 
first class batches of fifty, were 
distributed. 

The pamphlets are represented 
as histories of the communities 
such as Chelsea, Roxbury and Dor- 
chester sections of Boston proper. 
Whatever troubles currently afflict 
those communities are blamed on 
“Jews” with that word always 
capitalized. They appear to have 
been printed in more than one 
shop, because different type faces 
and paper are used. 

It is known that one printer who 
was sounded out on handling “edi- 
tions” for 17 separate communi- 
ties was told it would be a “large 
job.” 

U. S. District Attorney Ed- 
mund J. Brandon and Post Office 
inspectors, aided bv the anti-De- 
famation League of B’nai B’rith 
today began their own probes, in- 
dependent of the State Attorney- 
General Rpbert T. Bushnell. 

State Sen. Maurice Goldman, of 
Boston, meantime, is preparing 
two bills to provide greater pro- 
tection to minority groups. One 
would set up a commission on fair 
employment practices whose scope 
would be broad enough to deal 
with such situations as the anti- 
Semitic campaign. The other 
would authorize the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office to take criminal action 
against persons conspiring to vio- 
late the “race libel” law adopted 
by the last legislature. 





Thousands of Warsaw 
Jews Still Alive—Report

LONDON — Thousands of War- 
saw Jews who participated in the 
heroic battle of the Warsaw Ghet- 
to, which started a year ago this 
week, are still alive in Warsaw 
and are being sheltered there by 
Polish friends, according to a Pol- 
ish lieutenant who escaped from 
occupied Poland two weeks ago. 
Addressing a press. conference 
here, the lieutenant, who has as- 
sumed the name of Jerzy Jur, said 
that he had met seven of his Jew- 
ish classmates in Warsaw shortly 
before he madc his escape.

Here’s the father’s answer to 
his son about God, I promised I 
would print this week. The two 
letters appeared in The Truth, or- 
gan of the Flatbush Temple, Brook-.. 
lyn, N. Y., if you recall. 

Dear Son: 

Of course, the arguments you 
present about the Almighty are 
perfectly reasonable and sound 
from man’s point of view, but 
remember that man is finite and 
the Almighty is infinite; and you 
cannot judge the infinite by the 
finite. What is your conception of 
God? Is He anthropomorphic? Is 
He like a man, sitting on a throne 
somewhere on high listening to 
the complaints of humanity and 
dealing out justice? Of course, no! 
This would be a little man’s be- 
lief. I have no more idea of what 
God is like than you have for the 
simple reason that I have no way 
of judging infinity with my lim- 
ited finite sense of comprehension, 
but I do get a glimpse of infinity 
as His works develop before my 
eves. The Almighty is not inter- 
ested in any one of us, nor per- 
haps in all of us: the entire human 
race could die out and still the 
power of the infinite could go on. 
Why did the Almighty create life 
anyhow, on this earth? We do not 
know. Did He ¢reate life, or was 
it a physico-chemical accident? We 
do not know, but one of the eter- 
nal verities is that matter and en- 
ergy are indestructible and these 
helong to the Almighty. For some 
reason or other, the purpose of 
which we do not understand, life 
has been made prolific—a fish may 


spawn millions of eggs, and how , 


many fish are hatched? Millions 
of potential lives are destroyed. 
The young fish in turn have no as- 
surance of surviving: they may be 
eaten by their own fish or by their 
parents. Why is this? We do 
not know. Why are some people 
born ‘mperfect, or potentially so, 
and destined not to live out their 
lives? Again we do not know. 
There is a purpose in life but we 
do not know all the rules of the 
game. It is only in the last cen- 
tury that we have caught a 
glimpse of one purpose and that 
is to evolve steadily a better spe- 
cies. This is evolution. The weak 
succumb and the strong survive. 
The purpose in this is steadily to 
improve the race, but you may ask 
how can. this be brought about 
when wars come along and take 
the flower of the nation. This is 
the result of man’s ineptitude; 
he pays for his shortcomings by 
throwing the clock back and his 
ultimate journey toward a high- 
er pinnacle is lengthened by that 
much. Everything in life has a 
price, and man’s sins are paid for 


in blood and tears. Why hasn’t 
the Almighty placed us on this 
earth with enough sense to obviate 
all these difficutlies? We do not 
know, except that anything worth 
while can come about only through 
hard work, trial and error, success 
and defeat. Evolution is a grad- 
ual process interspersed with set- 
backs. We have to take many of 
the things associated with the in- 
finite cn the basis of faith and 
not reason. There are many things 
we cannot reason about, and these 
two things of faith and reason 
must be departmentalized in the 
mind. One either has faith or he 
hasn’t. The one who has faith 
is much richer by far than the 
man who hasn’t. A man may have 
a near perfect mind, and not pos- 
sessing faith is like a lost sheep; 
he lacks the anchor to windward. 
The man who has both is more apt 
to lead a complete life, for both 
his rational and emotional facul- 
ties are permitted to perform their 
true functions.... 

Not to bore you any farther 
with this metaphysical discussion, 
I will close with another observa- 
tion. Since life is precious, why 
do we separate a calf from its 
mother and eat it? How do you 
think the mother feels? Why do 
we cut down a tree to build our 
habitation ? Naturalists claim 
that the tree, too, has feelings and 
feels pain. Why do the inhabi- 
tants of India worship the cow 
as sacred and therefore refuse to 
eat meat, yet in many other re- 
spects are ignorant and cruel to 
their cwn kind Man exists on 
this earth surrounded by many 
enemies and is an enemy to them 
in turn. The microbe being a 
living thing also wants to survive, 
but man has entered upon a path 
to destroy all forms of living mat- 
ter inimicable to his experience. Is 
it possible that some day, owing 
to man’s shortcomings, some dan- 
gerous germs will multiply so rap- 
idly and become so virulent as to 
wipe him out altogether? This is 
a possibility; there is no assurance 
at all that in spite of all our 
science man’s hold on this earth is 
so secure that at some time he 
may not wake up with a bang. 

Life is a continual struggle; this 
is one of the laws of the Almighty.

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The Editor’s Chair 


My editorial on the economic 
leaning of the American Jewish 
Committee seems to have provoked 
not a little comment. The letter 
from Rabbi Marius Ransom in this 
issue warrants answering as does 
a telephone call from J. J. Kiser, 
who is a member-at-large, which 
designates a member appointed by 
the executive comnnittee. 

I wrote the answer to Mr. Kiser 
last week, but while holding it up 
thinking some additional comment 
would come in, finally saw it left 
out of the issue. So I give it to 
you herewith before I start in an- 
swerinz Rabbi Ransom: 


J. J. Kiser called to point out 
that the editorial of last week on 
the American Jewish Committee 
was inaccurate insofar as it indi- 
cated the Committee to be re- 
actionary as far as politics are 
eoncerned. He said Judge Samuel 
Rosenman, a _ Roosevelt advisor, 
was until recently a Committee 
member, that Judge Proskauer was 
Al Smith’s right hand man, and 
that men like Gov. Lehman were 
high up in the committee’s lead- 
ership. These are points that I 
did not consider when I wrote my 
editorial, but I think that my ma- 
jor thesis is probably correct. The 
men who make up the Committee, 
both locally and nationally, are 
probably bitter reactionaries. For 
instance, Lessing Rosenwald, 
America First backer. is a Com- 
mittee member, and although Mr. 
Kiser says he is a liberal, I believe 
that the rank and file of the mem- 
bership are on the other side of 
the fence. TI am convinced that a 
man’s political ideas are deter: 
mined for the most part by his 
position in the economic ladder. 
Just give me that third meal a 
day, and watch how my leanings 
change. 

As far as Rabbi Ranson’s points 
are concerned, I think that I can 
say generally that this editorial 
was written “with my tongue in 
my cheek” so to speak, and prob- 
ably was recognized as such by 
most readers. In any event it 
definitely was not one of those 
profound and erudite editorials 
which usually flow from my pen. 
But even so, as long as I am 
challenged I think I can make the 
charge stick. 

Before doing so, however, let me 
get across one point. If you no- 
tice the letter in “The Freedom 
of the Press’ column from Rabbi 
Louis Wolsey, you’ll see where 
he makes the outright declaration 
that The Post is one of the fair- 
est Anglo-Jewish papers in the 
country. That is true, and al- 
ways will be, I hope, of the news

Sedition Trials 


EAR that the Sedition trials may be used as 

sounding boards for anti-Semitic propaganda, 
may or may not be warranted. 

Of course, the defendants will use every device 
to bring this red herring across the scene, but 
that does not mean that they will be successful. 
Already the name of the B’nai B’rith has been 
brought into the record, but The Post feels that 
Mr. Gutstadt and his organization ,having dealt 
with crackpots for many years, will be able to 
take care of themselves. 


It should be remembered also that William 
Dudley Pelley was convicted here in Indianapolis, 
and sentenced to jail, a term which even now he 
is serving, and despite all his efforts and those 
of his attorneys to splash anti-Semitism through- 
cut the proceedings, found themselves balked. 
The government attorneys are well aware of what 
the defendants will try to do in this respect. It 
is The Post’s guess that the crackpots won’t get 
very far. 


Significant Occasion 


[F A STRONG Anglo-Jewish press is an essen- 


tial for a strong Jewish community life, then’ 


the convention here next Saturday and Sunday at 
which an Anglo-Jewish Press Association will 
be formed, will be a significant occasion. 

After many false starts over the past decade, 
the Association now seems assured, since all the 
major publications, many of whose representa- 
tives must travel thousands of miles, have already 
made reservations to attend. The Indianapolis 
Jewish community should feel proud that it has 
been selected as the place where the Association 
will be formed. 

The publishers have many problems, both in- 


ternal and external, to tackle, and although a 
great deal of progress towards overcoming them 
should be made at this first convention, the pub- 
lishers should realize that caution may be a vir- 
tue. Most publishers have been vexed for so 
long by the seeming indifference of a Jewish 
leadership that begs for space and then proceeds 
to ignore the press in every other way, that it 
may be impossible to enforce much restraint. 

It is good that the men who hold sway over a 
force which has already demonstrated its poten- 
tiality for good for the American Jewish public 
at last are getting together to discuss the com- 
mon problems. 


Do More 


HAT some communities are doing towards the 
blood bank should not be allowed to go un- 
noticed by the local Jewish community. When in 
Michigan City, where barely forty Jewish fam- 
ilies reside, the B’nai B’rith can make it possible 


for almost 900 pints of blood to be donated, then 


it certainly must be that other communities are 
either too indifferent, which probably is not so, 
or just lack the same type of leadership. 

In Indianapolis, no doubt the Jewish commu- 
nity has responded equally with the community 
at large. But still there has been nothing that 
even approaches what has been done in Michigan 


City or even in other communities in Indiana. 

The local lodge of B’nai B’rith put on a drive, 
or maybe two drives, which brought out a num- 
ber of blood donors, but the potential number of 
donors has probably been only tapped. 

In a small community like Michigan City, the 
B’nai B’rith usually is the community, but such 
is not the case in Indianapolis. Perhaps the Pub- 
lic Relations Council or the Federation, which- 
ever represents the community in this respect, 
ean put on a city Wide blood bank drive to in- 
clude all parts of the Jewish community.

Jews a World Religious Community, Rabbi 
Lazaron Tells Institute of International Relations 
in Baltimore—‘“For the first time in history arm- 
ed might is out to destroy the Jews, but I don’t’ 
think the Jews numerically have suffered more 
than Chinese or the Poles. Jews are a world re- 
ligious community. They are not a people like 
other peoples, nor is there any such thing as a 
pure Jewish race. Jews are without a political 
entity or a statehood anywhere in the world, thus 
they are anomalous. Great numbers of Jews 
are taking the position that the only way to nor- 
malize is to establish a national state in Pales- 
tine. The philosophy of Jewish nationalism is 
emerging. <A blood cult is in the making. 

I do not share this view although I understand 
it. The difference of opinion is very sharp. Yet, 
Jews cannot live in a nation without being a 
part of that nation. Integrations are impeded 
or obstructed if the people are apart nationally. 
I do not oppose Palestine development as a ref- 
uge, and would gladly help those who wish to 
go. The vast majority of Jews in the United 
States have been here jess than fifty years. They 
have a-close relation with the victims of the 
European ghettos. A reversion to nationalistic 
shibboleths will bring an even greater tragedy 
upon the heads of the Jewish people. 

There is ne need for Jews to feel that all is 
lost, because there is apparent a new understand- 
ing of the Jew and his problems.

Those Republicans who have been making a living by knocking off 
Mr. Willkie now need other work to do. The job of knocking off Mr. 
Willkie saw them through the cold winter months. But now it is all 
finished, and they had better start on another project, for we know 
who finds work for idle hands to do, don’t we? 

To fight Mr. Willkie was a rather easy way to make a living. Let 
others ponder the verities of war and peace; Colonel McCormick and 
his friends could write short-range editorials about Mr. Willkie. He 
kept them alive. He kept them going. He was their problem, They 
have spent a happy and busy year solving him. 

But now that they have solved him, they have to go on to something 
else. They have removed the man who stood in their way. Now no- 
body stands in their way. So they have to tell us where they are go- 
ing, don’t we? ; e ¥ 
They Have Said ‘No! Twice 

Their battle-cry has been that if only there weren’t a Willkie, they 
could fix everything up. Okay. No Willkie. Now fix it! We wait for 
Colonel McCormick to drop that other shoe. 

They shouted that Mr. Willkie was no good, and their noisy negation 
has triumphed. They will now go on to complain that Mr. Roosevelt 
can’t save the republic, either. But that is just another negation, and 
two negatives do not make an affirmative, in politics any more than in 
grammar. 

They have labeled Mr. Willkie 4-F and they have labeled Mr, Roose- 
velt 4-F. But who and what is 1-A in their books? So far, they seem 
to be veering to Mr. Dewey, a man who simply will not communicate 
his opinions on our major day-to-day problems. This turning of nega- 
tive minds toward a negative candidate is a point of almost alarming 
psychological significance. 

He Says ‘No! Too 

The men who can’t give us a plan are strangely, fearfully attracted 
by the man who won’t give us a plan. In Mr. Dewey, their negativism 
finds a local habitation and a name. 

It is fortunate that we can discuss this issue objectively, without 
getting into partisan politics, because Mr. Dewey, after all, is not really 
a candidate. We have his word for that, and we can take his word. It 
is not incumbent upon us to do any guessing about it, or to notice any 
winking that may be going on in the premises. He says he’s not a 
candidate, and that ought to settle it. He’s not a candidate. He plans 
to be Governor of New York for the next two and one-half years. 
That’s official. Those who say differently are completely unauthorized 
to speak for him, and responsible journalists need take no note of their 
ravings. So let’s get on. 

Negation’s Climax 

Well, now. Here we have a group of men who are obviously in panic 
flight from reality. They knocked Mr. Willkie down; he had a plan. 
But now that they have the ball themselves, they seem lost. They keep 
bothering a young executive who is completely occupied with the gov- 
ernship of a great state, and who wishes they would let him alone. 
Could negativism go further? 

The bewildered cry out to the uncommunicative to lead them. Those 
who don’t know call upon him who won’t say. They search among 
their possessions for the most attractive possible package in which to 
do up their doubts. 

Somehow, they were more convincing when they were hacking at 
Mr. Willkie. Just get him out of the way, the Colonel pleaded, and we 
would go to glory. He is out of the way. Where are you going, Col- 
onel? 

Let Colonel McCormick win another victory or two, and it will be 
impossible for the Republican Party to make any appeal whatever to 
the internationally-minded voter. The Colonel won in Wisconsin, 
where his campaign of abuse against Mr. Willkie helped throw that 
man out of the race. The Colonel has won again in Illinois, where the 
unbelievable Mr. Stephen A. Day was renominated for Congress, and 
where MacArthur ran in almost solitary glory for the presidential pref- 
erence. 

The G. O. P. has wiped up the street with the independent, interna- 
tionalist voter in Wisconsin, and it has drop-kicked him over the top 
of Tribune Tower in Illinois. Can it really hope to extend its arms 
to him after the conventions, and say come back, come back, wherever 
you are; we really adore you? 

The isolationists are cutting off the arms and legs of their own 
Party, under the impression that they are performing these gory oper- 
ations on the President. But the President is not involved in the 
G. 0. P. primaries. How can party purges in the opposition party 
bother him ? 

It is a curious campaign that the G. O. P. has let itself in for, shriek- 
ing “Get out!” at the top of its voice to millions of independent inter- 
nationalists. The Democrats need only counter with the slogan: 
“Come right in!” which is an infinitely more seductive rallying-cry, 
and, on the whole, a sounder approach to elections, 

No doubt an effort will be made to discount this unhappy impression 
after the conventions. But the average voter has a natural tendency 
to regard 90 per cent of what is said after the conventions as bull.

Justice Murphy’s Body 
To Open War on Bias

WASHINGTON—With the mo- 
bilization of an additional 150 non- 
Jews prominent throughout the 
country and including Sumner 
Welles and James A. Farley, the 
National Committee Against Nazi 
Persecution and Extermination of 
the Jews is prevarine to start its 
active fight against anti-Semitism 
here and abroad within the next 
few weeks, it was learned here.

NEW YORK DATELINE.. 


By RINNA GROSSMAN 











Spreading along the large draughty floors of a large draughty build- 
ing just off New York’s windy Columbus Circle are the offices of the 
Werld Jewish Congress. There was nothing about these Offices or their 
hard-working, well-informed personnel which led one to expect that 
here the plans and preparations for a mammoth convocation of repre- 
sentatives of World Jewry were being set in motion. There was neither 
ostentatious bustle nor automaton-like efficiency. One is at once im- 
pressed with the sobriety and understanding with which the World 
Jewish Congress has armed itself in readiness for the conference sched- 
uled to take place May 20-25. 

And yei this conference is almost unique in Jewish history; as 
unique as the times and conditions which conceived it. For, based on 
democratic representation, Jewish delegations from all countries of the 
Western Hemisphere, Allied, neutral and liberated territory will speak 
in the names of their communities. Here, from the results of the work 
I witnessed, a Jewish delegation to the Peace Conference may be chosen. 
The aims and rights of Jews the world over, come victory, will be set 
down, defined and analyzed, and this time it will be fact, not a publicity 
stunt, nor a vague sentimental gathering. 

Because there is still a month to go and because there is infinite 
detail and work involved, the public knows little of what is being done 
in these offices just off Columbus Circle. There has been no time for 
releases and press conferences. Those will come later, I was told, later 
when the delegations are already here. 

There have been no interviews yet. No “human interest’ stories. 
Who the delegates are, where they hail from, how they will travel, 
these questions can wait, they told me. 

The work of getting delegates here is dignified and constant. I asked 
a few questions, jotted down some notes, listened a lot and realized that 
these men and women with their nimble fingers and neat files have 
barely had the time to appreciate the sheer magnitude of their own 
undertaking. The story will have to speak for itself, they said. And 
always the added, implied, “when they are here.” 

Thirty-six countries will be represented. Seventeen of them will be 
represented by affiliate-committees of the World Jewish Congress sta- 
tioned in New York City. They read like a vivid tragic map of Jewish 
wanderings. The representative committee of Luxembourg, Danzig, 
Greece, Latvia and Esthonia, Yugoslavia, Poland. They are Jewish 
governments-in-exile. They will speak for the ghettos and the concen- 
tration camps and speak as kin, not strangers. They are part of the 
flesh and fiber of those who have lost their voices. 

There will be delegates from Latin America, from every country 
south of the border. Paraguay may not be able to come. But the others 
will be there. There will be 54 American citizens from all parts of the 
United States, one-third of the delegates. There will be the Canadian 
spokesmen and those from New Zealand. The Anti-Fascist Committee 
and the Jewish Community of Moscow will send a delegation from 
Russia if the travel exigencies are not too great. There will be a 
Palestinian delegation. It askdd that it might wait until after Pass- 
over and will leave soon. There will be spokesmen from North Africa— 
not only local liberated communities with their own vast problems, but 
delegates from the great refugee communities set up there. And one 
delegate is here already from Australia! 

This will be the first gathering of Jews the world over—Zionist, non- 
Zionist, religious and non-religious—since that conference in Geneva 
in 1936 when the World Jewish Congress was created, when first Jew- 
ish communities grew dim and mute. And now victory is near and 
there are imperative issues. This time the conference will be held 
against a background of grimly fulfilled forebodings. Jews from the 
four corners of the earth—and from that fifth corner where Jewish 
hope waits always for a better world—will come to New York, to the 
pleasant Park Central Hotel and sit in communion for five days. 

They will discuss the past, casually, briefly, for nostalgia has turned 
to loathing and even exiles must forget. They will dedicate them- 
selves .to the future—for a good future for the Jews. There will be 
statistics and memorandums. They will speak in English, Yiddish, 
Hebrew, Spanish and French. Every piece of conference literature will 
be issued in these five languages. Expert foreign stenotypists and ste- 
nographers will translate, retranslate. Almost two hundred delegates 
in all will gather in New York next month and their presence will be 
the ultimate refutation of Hitler’s calumnies, For they will gather to 
plan a brave new world for their people. There will be no despair in 
their presence. No sorrows remembered. No vengeance sworn. That 
will come too. But not now. These delegates represent the eternal 
Jewish hope that peace will come to us, too. 

And all this is being arranged in the simple, businesslike, drab offices 
I visited the other afternoon. There are visas to be gotten, monies to 
be. exchanged, accommodations to be found, travel routes to be in- 
vestigated. Information must be sent to those neutral countries that 
cannot attend. Little Switzerland, caught in her own neutrality, can- 
not permit a delegation to cross enemy territory, but information must 
be sent, for this conference will concern her intimately. 

Jews from India and Egypt, Rhodesia and Syria, Palestine, Russia, 
Michigan and California will meet for the first time since the war 
began—meet to safeguard Jewish rights when the holocaust is over. 

This conference may be the answer we will bring to our two million 
dead. 

I said something like this to the competent, polite lady who showed 
me around the offices, explaining away their still bare, untidy semblance.

I write this on the eve of my 
induction into the Navy.

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If you read these articles you 
will learn that there is nothing 
mysterious about being a normal 
individual.

afraid to meet your enemies as 
well as your problems, face to 
face, as Jews.

“Our Freedom Not to Be Jews.” 


Inasmuch as we have no intellect- 
ual and spiritual guidance, we join 
in the reneral surge of the masses 
Main stret, caring little 
whether we are pushed and mauled 
and beaten. 


A day of reckoning is bound 
come. It always has in the 
past. There is no way to stop 
this sickening disintegration of 
Jewish life in America. We are 
a small part of this era which 
values the material things above 
the spiritual, and we do not pos- 
the mental strength as a 
group, to move out of this current 
into a quiet stream nourishing con- 
tiguous green meadowlands. There 
is, however, as there always has 
been, a remnant who will avoid 
the current. Our hope, therefore, 
rests in the future. When the 
forees of disintegration are fin- 
ally checked by an upsurge of de- 
ceney in the Christian world, and 
democracy in all of its 
beauty and strength, I 
pray that this remnant in Jewish 
life will be present. If it is pres- 
ent, it will live in Palestine. It 
will be the foundation of a Jewish 
civilization which will look upon 
preceding centuries as a_ horrible 
dream.

Dear Rabbi Freehof, 

As president of Mount Sinai 
Congregation of this city, I re- 
ceived a few days ago your mes- 
sage of March 5 enclosing a copy 
of your reply to the protest di- 
rected to you by Congregation 
Beth Israel of Houston, Texas. I 
make this response to you in my 
private, not my official capacity, 
and not as a defense for Houston, 
for they need none, but as a state- 
ment ct the reaction to your let- 
ter. I shall submit a copy to the 
Board of Trustees of Mount Sinai 
at our meeting April 19, and I am 
sending a copy to Houston and to 
OPINION because of its immod- 
erate attacks on the gentlemen 
from Houston. 

At the outset, let me identify 
myself and my position. I am a 
Reform Jew of the liberal school; 
my parents were of the Conserva- 
tives; and my grandparents, both 
paternal and maternal, were rig- 
idly Orthodox. I concur whole- 
heartedly with the substance of 
the views stated by Houston. I 
expressed those opinions publicly 
and in writing in our own Con- 
gregation here as early as 1922 
and have adhered to them ever 
since.... I am a subscriber to 
The American Council for Juda- 
ism, Inc., and as early as 1934 
I openly asserted the views which 
the Council was formed to ad- 
vance. . . 

Your reply to Houston is in 
two parts. In the first, you state 
the Houston charge to be that 
“the Central Conference has de- 
parted from the ‘classic’ pattern 
of Reform Judaism.” You admit 
that charge, in substance, and 
then proceed to occupy more than 
half your message to show that 
it is not philosophically sound to 
make such a protest. In so do- 
ing, you make use of the common 
dialectic device of stating -a case 
different from the one at issue, 


case rather than meeting the true 
issue. If your statement of the 
Houston charges were correct, you 
would be quite right in asserting 
that the effect of the Houston 
doctrine would be to petrify Re- 
form Judaism into a fixed pattern 
of fifty years ago (though, at the 
same time, the views apparently 
entertained by “most members of 
the Central Conference” would 
earry us back and tie us to a 
Procrustean bed of two thousand 
years go). 

As you well know, the Houston 
charge is not that you have de- 
parted from the “classic” pattern 
of Reform Judaism. It strikes 
much deeper, as we shall see. True, 
the Houston Preamble uses the 
words “classical patterns”; but the 
Resolutions and the Conclusion 
deal wholly with “historie princi- 
ples” and with “the historic pat- 
tern” evolved through the years 
1869 to 1937, not a fixed mold set 
50 years ago. But I shall not pause 
to quibble about words; as Mr. 
Justice Cordozo and other mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court of the 
United States have so often’ re- 
minded us, tags and tickets, labels 
and definitions aid us but little in 
the quest for the truth. For here 
we deal with vital concepts, with 
dynamic movements. 

You recognize, and later state, 
but do not answer, the indictment 
really brought by Houston. These 
are your words: “The only ques- 
tion is whether the changes which 
have occurred have violated the 
essential (not necessarily the clas- 
sical) principles of Reform Juda- 
ism.” Why do you not answer 
that question? 

The charge made by Houston, 
and the charge I make, is that the 
changes have violated the essen- 
tial principles. Most of the mem- 
bers of the Central Conference are 
graduates of The Hebrew Union 
College. The College, as late as 
November, 1943, stated its basic 
purpose in these words (I quote 
only the part that you would 
change): * 

“But it would also recognize 
its duty of existence and self-ex- 
pression and claim the right and 
fulfill the obligation which both 
necessity and histary confer up- 
on it, of adapting itself to the 
life] which its children must 
live as loyal citizens of this 
American nation, and partici- 
pants in and eager contributors 
to evolving American culture. 
Only with this conscious pro- 
gram cold Judaism live and 
grow in America.” 

Jewish ideals and American 
ideals must be welded together 
into one living, compelling real- 
ity by men who could teach and 
lead and create with authority 
and consecration.” 

And in the 1943-1944 Catalogue

ing the College: 

“It holds that Judaism is both 
in spirit and fact a continuous- 
ly progressive religious discip- 
line, and that it must be kept 
constantly liberal and spiritually 
alert. It believes that if Juda- 
ism is to live and expand here 
in America it must be open to 
every positive influence of mol- 
ernism, must square itself with 
every advance in __ scientific 
thought, and must engender that 
type of religious devotion which 
will evoke the uncompromising 
loyalty of every Jew.” 

The future of world Jewry, cer- 
tainly for our generation, rests 
in America.” 

Finally, on October 16, 1943, at 
the College, its President, Dr. Jul- 
ian Morganstern, in a masterpiece 


of Jewish statesmanship, an ad- 
dress entitled, “Nation, People, 


Religion—What Are We?” said: 


“We Jews, wherever we may 
dwell, will feel ourselves cam- 
pletely citizens of our respective 
nations. We will be,still and 
ever, an integral part of the 
eternal Jewish people, our re- 
ligious people. ... seeking its 
living expression and creative 
functions in sympathetic and 
whole-hearted integration with 
the spirit and culture, achieve- 
ment and progress of the nations 
or states of which we are re- 
sponsible citizens .. . will 
understand that cultural inter- 
relations are always of a give- 
and-take nature, and that even 
while we are being influenced 
and molded in spirit, so, simul- 
taneously and commensurately, 
we influence and give of 
best to the cultural treasure and 
heritage of our nation, of the 
various religions in fellowship 
with whom we live, and of all 
humanity.”

litical Zionism is only one of the 
charges in the indictment. 

In the second part of your Re- 
ply to Houston, you evade the five 
specific charges made by Houston. 
The Resolution of the Houston 
Congregation particularizes those 
charges with great clarity. You 
might have undertaken to answer 
them with equal directness. From 
your failure to do so, we may fair- 
ly conclude that the particulars of 
the charges are true. I think it is 
obvious that they are true. In- 
stead of answering directly and 
clearly, you again evade the issue 
by stating the question as one that 
it is not. You say that “the one 
charge which Houston clearly 
means to make,” is this: “The Cen- 
tral Conference has become Zion- 
istic and has thereby abandoned 
the essentials of Reform Judaism.” 
You answer your own question, not 
the Houston questions, by saying: 
“The Conference has not become 
Zionistic.” The record seems to 
show that that answer is essen- 
tially untrue; that there is no need 
to pause to debate it, for the true 
charges are much more serious. 
They ure these: 

You have done, you do, practic- 
ally what you say you do not do, 
precisely the sort of thing for 
which you upbraid Houston. You 
say, “Each member of our Con- 
ference may decide for himself 
whether to accept or reject Zion- 
ism, whichever way he decides will 
not affect his status or his moral 
right to be part of our Confer- 
ence.” Why do you not permit 
Houston the untrammelled right 
to formulate its own views on Re- 
form Judaism and on Zionism and 
more particularly, -on Political 
Zionism? Why do you not permit 
each member of each congregation 
to have his own opinion on Zion- 
ism? Why do you preach Zion- 


ism trom the pulpit? Why do 
you preach Zionism in the Union 
Prayerbook (See Houston charge 
No.3)? Why does the Conference, 
as a Conference, adopt resolutions 
of approval of Zionism (see Hous- 
ton charge No, 2), instead of al- 
lowing each member rabbi to state 
his own views? Why do you con- 
done and participate in the out- 
rageous vilification of your fel- 
low members who have the cour- 
and the foresight to state 
views on Zionism contrary to those 
held by your “majority” (see 
Houston charge No. 5)? Why do 
you deliberately, and as an official, 
formal body, commit Reform Jewry 
(whom you have the high privilege 
and great responsibility to repre- 
sent) to highly controversial and 
perhaps perilous political programs 
(see Houston charges Nos. 1 and 
4)? 

Those are the vital charges, and 
those are the charges that your 
Reply to Houston leaves without 
answer. You approach the jugu- 
lar when you say: “Whether we 
are justified in thus changing a 
past emphasis, or whether what 
we have changed is essential, in- 
dispensable doctrine, may well be 
debated.” In these words, you con- 
fess the truth of the protest Hous- 
ton levels at you; whether you 
are right, or whether the Houston 
doctrine is right, may well be de- 
bated. At the moment, most agree 
with you; some agree with Hous- 
ton. Right there is the highest, 
the most vital issue: Why do you 
ask so strenuously to foreclose de- 
bate? Do you count that as be- 
ing “in harmotiy with liberal prin- 
ciples?” Practically all Americans 
will think that it is not. If I am 
correct in my appraisal that “At 
the moment, most agree with you,” 
it is true only because we have 
been subjected for 25 years or more 
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to unreasoned, emotional propa- 
ganda, and because during these 
years our Reform rabbis have been 
derelict in their solemn duty of 
enlightened leadership. 

Some few have awakened to 
their serious responsibilties; these 
few you would silence. If at the 
moment you may count for your- 
selves a numerical majority, do 
you reckon that that entitles you 
to commit Reform Jewry irrevoca- 


‘bly to your present doctrine? Are 


minorities to be no longer safe, to 
be no longer heard? May the 
Jew, as a minority group, hope to 
secure, if he metes out to the 
minorities within his own ranks 
only bigotry, intolerance, libel and 
slander ? 

“If the counsel” contained in 
your letter to Houston is to pre- 
vail, there is truly occasion to be 
“nervous about the future of Re- 
form Judaism.” Is Reform so frail 
that it cannot understand fearless, 
free and frank discussion? Is Re- 
form leadership so unsure of it- 
self that it must silence opposition, 
that it cannot brook criticism? You 
concede that the change which you 
have made may well be debated; 
and you ask: “If the judgment of 
the majority of the Reform Rab- 
bis on this question is not accep- 
table to you, whose judgment will 
you accept?” There is no imper- 
ious necessity that that judg- 
ment bt accepted and most assur- 
edly not if it is not willing to sub- 
ject itself to debate on a theme 
that “may well be debated.” Each 
of us may, as you yourselves sug- 
gest, formulate our own independ- 
ent judgment, at least until full 
discussion ripens into mature con- 
clusion. It is the history of judic- 
ial decision in the United States, 
indeed it is the history of the 
United States, that the dissent of 
today becomes the majority of to- 
morrow. 

I submit this protest humbly, 
conscious of the importance of the 
issues and of my own limitations 
in addressing a rabbinical body.

Then I 
had to write and learn a short address to the congregation and to 
my parents. I had it. down pat.” (And now Saul laughed at this 
point!) “Well, I knew your father was to call me to the pulpit in 
Hebrew. Do you remember old Mr. Mitchell, Mattie’s father, who 
had such a long beard it almost folded in his lap when he sat down? 
And of how his deep voice used to scare’'me! He was vice-president, 
Leon Kahn, president of the congregation, and both sat on the 
pulpit. The pews faced the altar, excepting the Hyman Cohen’s 
which faced the west, our Munter pew which faced the east on 
either side of the pulpit. When your father called me to the 
Torah in Hebrew, I went up, sure of myself. I got as far as Dear 
parents and worthy congregation and then noticed for the first 
time that Dr. Othello Deitch’s sister was in the choir. That made 
me forget every word of my speech. In back of me, in sepulchral 
tones, Mr. Mitchell kept saying, ‘Vell, go on, go ahead.’ I was 
seared cold. But your Dad saved my life! He prompted me. 
Otherwise I’d be standing there yet. I got through everything 
grand! It surely was a great occasion for me.” Saul tells me, “I'll 
be seventy-four years old next September fifth.” Old? Seventy- 
four years young, I’d say!

Speaks On 


Jewish Press 





Y FRIEND, Gabriel M. Cohen, publisher of 
The Jewish Post, informs me that this month 
there is to be a convention in Indianapolis of 
publishers of the Jewish press to form an asso- 
ciation for the good and welfare of their craft. 
Mr. Cohen thought that, through this column, 
I might contribute something or other to the dis- 
cussions of the occasion. But I am only just an- 
cther consumer of the Jewish press, not a respon- 
sible member of it. On a certain day each week 
a copy of one of the Jewish press comes to my 
mailbox and in the evening I open up its pages 
and consume what is contained there. 

The first thing I read is the piece written by 
my favorite author. In speaking of Mr. Segal as 
my favorite author I do not mean to imply any 
praise of literary excellence in him. 

I’ve lived with the fellow all my life, you might 
say, and naturally after such a long intimacy, I 
became conscious of a certain fondness of him. 
As his best friend I read his stuff critically and, 
frequently, with the sorrow that is becoming to 
a man when he considers the lapses of an old 
friend. 

I say to him now and again, Segal, I’m sorry 
to say I don’t like this piece. Are you really sat- 
isfied with it? Don’t you think you could have 
done it a lot better if you had tried? 

On these occasions Segal feels deeply hurt; 
for I should say Segal is a humble person with 
no stiff-necked pride in his productions. 

I mention this only to establish my status as 
just another reader of the Jewish press who looks 
at it with an objective eye. As one of the con- 
sumers of the Jewish press I guess it is fair to 
say that we can have as good a Jewish press as 
we are willing to support. 

While the publishers make ready to meet in 
Indianapolis, let us consumers get together here 
for the purpose of discussing our part in the 
Jewish press and its improvement. 

In my opening remarks I should volunteer a 
well-known fact of life, namely, a press, includ- 
ing the Jewish human 
institutions, lives by money. 
ant to report that a press, as a medium of the 


press, like most other

spirit lives only by its ideals and its courage. 
Some of us seem to believe that a press can live 
by these things alone; at least, we:don’t feel 
called upon to provide it with any other sort of 
nourishment. 

‘ But, the economic system being what it is 
and the public being what it is, many a press has 
been known to starve to death because it had only 
ideals and courage to live on. On those occasions 
the public has given its funeral tribute: To 
think, they said, the way death gets those who 
don’t deserve it. 

Occasionally, a press, fathered by a very rich 
and enlightened publisher, has been known to 
survive and flourish by ideals; then naive people 
say, see how ideals do triumph. But even this 


nress could not have lived without the generous 
hand cf its affluent publisher to feed it. 

The fact is that essentially a press lives by the 
support of its public. In that sense it is the 
child of the public in whom is the responsibility 
to nurture it; otherwise it starves to death. 

The nourishment of a press is in the circulation 
and the advertising with which its public pro- 
vides it. The money that comes in from these 
sources pays the cost of the paper on which it is 
printed, pays the printers’ bills, pays the help, 
pays, or should pay, a decent living for the pub- 
lisher. Certainly, publishers have to live and are 
well entitled to live when with reasonable com- 
petence they provide us with the news and fulfill 
their function as our spokesmen. 

Of course, the duty to support the Jewish press 
devolves particularly upon us. Because it is 
Jewish the resources of support for the Jewish 
press should be largely within the Jewish circle. 

Now are we, as Jews, supporting our Jewish 
press in the way it deserves, if it is to be a press 
that serves with the dignity becoming to a peo- 
nle of our status in the history of civilization and 
our place in the world? 

I am looking at Mr. Zilch. You, Mr. Zilch! 
You are the prosperous merchant. What are you 
doing about the Jewish press in your town? I 
haven’t seen your advertising in the Jewish press. 
I dislike even seemingly to employ this column 
as an agency to solicit advertising, but, Mr. Zilch, 
we are discussing the existence of a Jewish in- 
stitution and we must face the facts, however 
distasteful. 

The Jewish press is an institution of Jewish 
life, like other Jewish institutions that you gen- 
erously support. The Jewish press is the med- 
ium of communication between us as individuals 
The Jewish world is as

and the Jewish world. 
big as the earth itself. 
round it. 

The Jewish press is the moral support of the 
other institutions of Jewish life; it is their voice, 
it brings to us the news of what they are doing 

it is their spokesman in their hour of 
It is the voice of Jewish duty and dignity. 

With what power this voice speaks depends 
much upon you, Mr. Zileh—upon you and the 
other Jewish business men of your community. 
(TJ call you Mr. Zilch because it is nobody’s name 
in particular and so doesn’t point out any indi- 
vidval in particular; but wherever you are you 
must know whom I mean.) 

Your support and the support of other Jewish 
business men must be had if we are to have an 
adequate Jewish press. We who are the readers 
of the Jewish press do our part by subscribing 
to it, though, of course, there could be more sub- 
seribers. 

Yes, the Jewish press is as good as we make 
it by our loyalty and by our understanding of it 
as one of the institutions of Jewish life.
